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_ AnD haffing fine Houſe, fine Wh—re, 
fine Speech, kay Company, and all his 
own Way, (e' kot he lo'ff his own Way 
much) no Olt Phater to ſay, Poy, Why 
you- do ſo? he let the Money fly, as if it 
woul't neffer have End: and while the 
Money, laſt, they nurſe him pravely, and 
raiſe his Fanity to the higheſt pinnacle 
of 'Ordly Pomp; they profide him with 
koot Horſe, fine Sattle, Fellow to hold 
Stirrup, - and another to tread upon, 
and ſo mount him on Horſe-pack ; then

Differſions, then they inffent freſh Paſtimes: 
They make Hunting-match, and hunt wil't 
Swine, e kot; they gather all the idle 
poaching Fellows apout the Country, and 
treſs them up in fine kreen Coats, with 
kold Lace, poots as black as Slows, clean 
puckſkin preeches, with Felvet Caps and 
kold Toflels, (he fint Liffery and lo'ffs 
to ſee the Far countrymen neatly dreſ- 
ſed); and when theſe are all reaty with 
their Lances in their Hants, then they 
rouſe her Protikal with a Tan-twiffey, 
mount him on Horſe-pack as pefore, and

Who has kot his kreat pag o Money? 
what kreat Lort he has made his Frient ? 
Or what kreat Laty wil now give him 
penſion ? 
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Penſion? What his Lortſhip intentet to do 
with his kreat Houſe, his Orchar't, and his 
Apple-trees? How diſpoſe of his Furni- 
ture, his Equipage, and the Black-guarts 
apout him? Wheter he teſign't to ſell all 
tokether to ſome kreat Man, and pay off 
his Trateſmen's Bills? Or, wheter his In- 
tention was to traw upon the Pariſh of 
Llangtyddre for another pag of Money to 
upholt his Lortſhip's Tignity, and ſupport 
his Profuſion? 


Hun Protikal was ſufficiently mortify'd 
by theſe and other Queſtions of the ſame 
kint, but pore 'em paſhently from the 
Par-countrymen ; neffer kik his Hat at all : 
But was determine't to leaffe them for 
effer the firſt fair Wint: He has kot a kreat 
Spirit, and coul't not prooke ſuch taunting 
from the peggars he had mate prout and 
inſolent with the Money of Langtydare ; fo 
like the Protikal in the Paraple, when he 
caſt his Eyes homewarts and conſiter't how 
much petter the Serffants in his phater's 
Houſe liffed than he, now his Supſtance 
was waſtet in a far Country, he ſet him- 
ſelf town fery penſive and ffery melancho- 
ly, and write ffery moving Letter inteed;
